FIRST NEWSPAPERS 


The great newspaper industry of 
to-day, which consumes millions of 
pounds of Canadian newsprint each 
year, had its small beginnings in the 
middle ages. The most popular 
means of conveying and receiving the 
news of that day was the long, per- 
sonal letter. At first the letters 
themselves contained fragments of 
news, then a special sheet of paper 
with the news was added, and later 
exclusive news letters were written. 
This latter form was especially de- 
veloped by the famous house of Fug- 
ger in Frankport on the Main. This 
system developed to such an extent 
that finally special officers began to 
collect news to copy it into special | 
letters to which people began to 
subscribe. These letters were sent 
out by post. By the time printing 
was invented the spreading of news | 
had reached a high state of develop- | 
ment. The next step in line with 
the present-day newspaper was the 


production of news reports. These 
were printed in the form of thin 
books or pamphlets, and at first 


dealt mainly with religious matters, 
though other subjects, such as_ bat- 


tle and disasters, were given space 
also. These first newspapers con- 
tained but one item. Later, two 


news items and then as many as five 
together with illustrations, were 
united in one news pamphlet. The 
intervals between the issues of such 
newspapers decreased rapidly from 
one year to six months, then 
one month. A_ well-preserved 
{pamphlet newspaper of this kind, 
printed in the month of September, 
1536, contains four news items which 
it announces thus: 

“News of the occupation of 
penhagen, of the Emperor's military

The next step forward was the 
one-sheet paper. One of the first 


periodically published newspapers of 
this kind was the Strassburger Re-

CANADIAN REINDEER 


The latest addition to Canada’s 
wild animal] reservations, the Rein- 
deer Grazing Reserve, has just been 
created by Order in Council. The 
reserva is an area of some 6,600 
gsqdare miles lying east of the mouth 
of the Mackenzie river. It will be 
the home and grazing grounds of 
nearly 3,000 reindeer which have ar- 
rived in the vicinity after a trek of 
four years across Alaska and the 
northern corner of the Yukon to 
provide foog and clothing in future 
years for the aboriginal natives of 
the north. The herd was purchased 
in 1929 by the Canadian Government 
and, under experienced reindeer 


herders imported from Lapland, com- 
menced its arduous and successful 
journey across the roof of the world 
from Napaktolik in the Kotezebue 
Sound district a few days before 
Christmas of that year. The herd will 
grow up with certain pickeq mem- 
bers of the younger generation of 
Eskimo who will receive a five-year 
course of more or less agricultural 
instruction in milking, the use of 
milk, and the economic care of the 
reindeer both as transport animals 
and as a source of food and cloth- 
ing supply. At the end of five years 
each young Eskimo will take a pair 
of reindeer to his own district for 
practical use and as a nucleus of fu- 
ture herds.

Editior, The Star, Wainwright: 


Considering what we have to en- 
dure through this depression, it 
should be clear to everyone that all 
of us have a duty to do our utmost 
to get a clear understanding of the 
cause, andj if possible, to find a 
remedy for our present paradoxical 
position. This may serve as an ex- 
cuse for spaking out in meeting; 
such meeting can be reached through 
a newspaper. 

The way people drift along we may 
arrive at the conclusion that every- 
thing will right itself. Unemploy- 
ment, loss of home, suicides and 
crimes resulting poverty does not 
seem to concern the average person. 
If our duties as citizens are not ap- 
preciated more, the natural conse- 
quence must be the end of demo- 
cracy or self-rule and the substitu- 
tion of a dictatorship as in Italy and 
Germany. <A people who accept a 
dictatorship lose freedom of speech 
and a muzzled press can be classed 
as a backward stage of civilization. 
If we do not value our citizenship 
some more and study our problems 
from different angles, we are ripe 
for dictatorship. 

The redson for these remarks is 
the poor attendance of the farmers 
at meetings. The main subject is 
one which should be foremost in the 
minds of all farmers today as we 
cannot continue to raise wheat below 
cost of production, as that leads to 
bankruptcy -even though we were 
millionaires. When the different na- 
tions of the worlq agree to consider 
what can be done to establish a fair 
price for our most important com- 
modity, then we should at least be 
interested enough to take part in 
such a meeting open for general dis- 
cussion. Our problems are many and 
complicated but the most important 
must be to get a price for our wheat. 
It can be safely said that no one 
remedy is enough to put the world 
into a condition where an existence 
can be enjoyed:by all people. Cana- 
da’s riches is its fertile soil and we 
seem lost if we cannot get foreign 
markets for most of our grain. At 
the same time we are convinced that

ing. No one has ever died from lack 
of sleep. 

The chief worry of the insomniac 


grows out of a fear that lack of; 


sleep is injurious, and he finds the 
hours of wakefulness most irritating. 
He discovers that the most effective 
way to keep awake is to try to go 
to sleep through counting sheep, or 
in some other manner. 

There are certain conditions which 
favor sleep and others which defeat 
it. It is important to be comforta- 
bly warm. Most of us have experi- 
enced the repeated wakings in a 
night when the weather has turned 
unexpectedly cold. In such cases, it 
is better to get. up and secure extra 
covering. It is a mistake to go to 
bed with colq feet. A hot bath be- 
fore retiring or the use of a hot-water 
bottle will overcome this discomfort. 

There is a common belief that 
eating before going. to bed. inter- 
feres with sleep. We are not advo- 
cating evening suppers, but we would 
point out that it is not eating, but 
rather what you eat that is im- 
portant. Many people find that a 
glass of milk or some plain food en- 
courages sleep. Most animals sleep 
after eating. Gooqg digestion goes 


with sound sleep, and disorders of 
the digestion interfere with sleep. 
The hungry person does not sleep 
well. 

Back of it all lies habit. Mod- 
erate fatigue, a regular bedtime, a 
comfortable beq in a quiet room, all 


of these promote sleep. The person 
who is worried or excited will not 
sleep. Those who have bad_ sleep- 
ing habits should create a new ha- 
bit, and, above all, learn to relax 
and lie quietly in their beds when 
awake, using this time for quiet, 
pleasant thinking and planning, or 
for reading.
